particles is utilized before coating . 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of the 
record does not teach or suggest a method of claim 1 comprising hydrothermally producing 
barium titanate-based particles, maintaining the barium titanate-based particles in a wet 
environment, and forming a coating on surfaces of the barium titanate-based particles, the 
coating comprising an oxide, hydrous oxide, hydroxide, or organic acid salt of a metal. Closest 
prior art of Lilley et al discloses a method of coating hydrothermally produced barium titanate- 
based particles comprising drying the formed barium titanate-based particles, and mixing the 
particles with metal alkoxide in a an alcohol thereby coating the particles with a metal oxide. In 
other words, Lilley et al do not teach or suggest a step of maintaining the hydrothermally 
produced barium titanate-based particles in a wet environment between formation of the particles 
and coating. 

Claims 2-9, 1 1-20 are allowed as further limiting allowed claim 1.
